The  Church  is  called  Catholic  or  Uni- 
versal, because  it  is  a congregation  of 
people  of  all  nations  of  the  world;  and 
because  it  is  shielded  by  the  Synods  of  the 
Holy  Fathers  of  the  Church. 

130.  Why  is  the  Church  called  Apostolic? 

The  Church  is  called  Apostolic,  be- 
cause :

Penance  is  such  a spiritual  punish- 
ment, which  the  Priest  enjoins  in  confession 
for  sins,  for  example:  prayer,  fasting, 

works  of  mercy,  prostration,  repairing  in- 
juries done,  etc.
